POSTAL ROBBER MURt>iERED 



Man Thought to have Been Implicaten in 
WaukcKan Safe Blowing 

■ The fatal termination of a strnnpre Jekvll 
and Hyde life wns discovered Friday 
when Mrs. Marion Nickited, 2-39 South 
Sanflramon street, Chicapo, identified as 
that of her huiband. CaH Nicksted, the 
body of a man found murdered Tuesdav 
morning atlvolzo, III.'. 

The police believe bo wns a member of a 
gang of cracksmen and that he wua killed 
by hie companions in a quarrel over the di- 
vision of the 'proceeds "of some oacupade. 
They are endeavof-ing to trace his move- 
ments prior to bis death, and in this con- 
nection are reviewing the records of the 
recent postoflice robberies at Polo, Wac- 
kegan, Savannah and otbur places in the 
vicinty of Chicago, '' 

BeGidn the bead body of the man was 
fpund a kit of bnglars tools consisteng of a 
pocket electric ftaeh li^bt, a sandbagr, a 
billy, and a heavy steel jimmy. Thosand* 
bag and billy and the flash lightwereblocd 
strined, nnd it was at first tbonght that the 
man bad been beaten to death. A closed 
examination made at the morgue reveled 
that the man had been shot through the 
head, ^o revolver was found near the 
corpse, " 

Nicksted, who was his wife*,) third 
husband, was a prosperous butcher, and at 
times was possessd of considerable sums of 
money. His relatives considered him a 
man of mystery, nnd it is known that he 
made frequent short trips into the country. 
He refused to tell hh wife the purpose of 
these journeys, nlthougb she frequently 
questioned him about them. His wife's 
mother, Mrs. Etiiity Edwards, 153 South 
Sangamon street, who know of his strange 
often spoke to her daughter about the mys- 
terious conduct of Nicksted and urged her 
to got an explanation.from him. 

Nicksted left home two weeks ago, say- 
ing he was going to visit his brother in 
St. liOuis. Last Thursday his wife re- 
ceived an express package from him con- 
taining a sleeping robe, and the next day 
a letter came telling her that be had been 
fiiihing with some companions in Wiscon- 
Rin.

WOODMEN MEET AT SALEM 



VOUVA'S ENEMIES ACCUSED 



Report Current That Voliva May Place 

Armed Guards Inside His Holdings 

to Protect Them by Night 
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ZIon City was the scene of another dis- 
astrous fire eorly Wednesday morning. 
The Caldwell carriage shop and the Thpmp- 
Bon blacksmith shop, both cpnlroiled. hy 
Wilbur Glenn Voliva, were completely 
gutted before the arrival of the fire de- 
partment. The origin of the lire was most 
mysterious and many in Zion lay the 
blame at the door of Vcliva's enemies. , 

The fire wna first discovered between 
two and three o'clock. One of the residents 
of the city chancing to go to bis ' window 
at an early hour in the morning^saw tho 
flames leaping through the roof of the 
blacksmith ehop. The building seemed to 
be completely enveloped in flames. 

Hurriedly dressing himself the man ran 
to the fire atation where consideraljle time 
was lost in making himself known to the 
firemen. The fire station is aoine distance 
from the scene of the fire wllich took place 
on Elisha avenue, nearThirtysecond street, 
ard therefore when the department arrived 
the carriage shop, which adjoins the black- 
amith shop, was also on fire. The fliimea 
bad leaped across the intervening space, 
and both baildinga were burning fiercely. 
The firemen did all in their power to 
quench tho fl.imes but it was of nonvail. . 

The fart that a large amouut iof ' inflam' 
niable oils and paint had been stored in 
the carriage shop, made the fight harder 
than it otherwise would have been, aa the 
firemen were in constant danger frbyj" the; 
exploding cane of oil. Both shops were 
raz*»d to the ground, tbn loss being com- 
plete. 

Despite the early hour there wer6 hun- 
dreds of residents present to watch the de- 
struction of the buildings, _ Both shops 
were practically new, having been built by 
Voliva a short time ago to run in opposi- 
tion to the shops maintained by the estate. 
Voliva'b outlined policy was to supply his 
people with every .n«^8Rary industry in 
order that they might iiot be dependent 
upon the other factiontf''pr upon the estate. 

This policy was not pleasing to many in 
Zton who it is said feared that they ^might 
lose by thO' action. 

It was this fact, arid the fact Ihat the 
origin of the fire was ho mysterious that 
cause many to auspect incendiary origin. 
Many, however, are of ^he opinion that a 
tramp either called inaid-i the shop or th'at 
a spark from the forge fell among some in- 
fiammable material in the shop early in 
the evening where in smouldered for sev- 
eral hours, finally springing into a blaze. 
An investigation is to bo made, however, 
and it is said that Voliva is seriously con- 
sidering the proposition of placing nrnied 
guardsiinslde of all his holdings to guard 
it by night in order that there may bo no 
recurronpes . of the disastrous fires which 
bavo been sweeping over tho city of late.

Several Forest Towns arc Re- 
ported Wiped Out by the 
Forest Fires 



HEAVY RAINS ARE NEEDED 



Woodboro and Gagen, Wis., Destroyed 
and Several Hamlets in Upper Michi- 
gan Probably in Ruins 



At RhthBlilhtidi^i Wis , Monday tii^for^i^t 
fires which have been raging since Sun- 
day, destroyed the towns of Gogen nnd 
Woodboro near there, are reported under 
coi7?rol. The apparatus and five firemen 
sent from -Milwaukee to fight the fire which 
was Bfpproaching Rhinelander from the 
west, orrived'Monday morning and aet to 
work to prevent tho spread of the flnmea. 

The villages of Gagen and Woodboro, 
west of Rhinelonder, bach with about 3,000 
inhabitants, are ijurned out, andthe 6,000 
homeleas refugees are being cared for at 
Rhinelander. The heavy west wind swept 
the fire toward Rhinelander, and for a time 
.it looked as though the city with its '7,000 
inhabitants vrere doomed, A shift of the 
wind, however, turned the flames back 
lupon themselves, aiding the fire fightws in 
their struggle. 

Before the fire had reached the outskirts 
of the. city and while the refugees from 
Woodboro nnd Gagen were pouring into 
the city the . inhabitants, realizing that 
'they would be unable to cope with the 
flames with their inadequate appanituB, 
sent an appeal to Blayor Rose of fil^wau- 
kee asking him to send immediately two 
engines and 5,000 feet of hose, and he re- 
sponded. , ■ 

The forest fires in the vicinity of Escar 
naba, .Mich., which have been smouldering 
tor the past week'have brpken out afresh, - 
driving tbe'-inhabitftuts-of^the-small'^vil*' 
lagea in Menominee and Delta counties 
iuto the Inrecn cities for safety. iRef- 
ugees report that the villages of Niagara, 
Eoster City, Commonwealth ond Spread 
Eagle are surrounded by fires, and. there is 
little chance that any of these places will 
be saved. ' 

Reports from Marehfield, Wis., on Tues- 
day arc that forest fires are rapidly closing 
in on the city, and it is believed that a 
heavy rain ia all that wijl siive the city. 
The'firo approached within a mije of the 
city lind it was only, the persistent efforts 
of the volunteer fire brigade that prevented 
it from attacking the lumber yards on the 
outskirts. The flumes were within a short 
dibtunce of the Miirshfield Brick company's 
factor}', but the plant was aaved when the 
wind shifted. 

The towns of Mason and Merrill, Wis., 
Sutuit, Minn., and Bark River, Mich., 
were-burned t^ the ground Tuesday night, 
and dozena of tiny settlements and even 
villages were said to have been destroyed 
in the stricken region, from which no re- 
ports could bo received owing to the fact 
that the telegraph lines have been burned 
down and fires have the localities so hem- 
med in that messengers cannot get out. 

Fifield, Phillips, Coolidge and Odanan, 
WIk., were reported on fire and probably 
doomed Tuesday night.

plan will bo carried out. October 3 
and 4 are registration days. With 
three execeptlons the places used In 
the recent primary- election will bo 
used registration day. 



Governor Honors Requleltlon. 

A requisition from the, governor of 
Alabama for tho return to Bessemer, 
Ala., of Henry Perry and John How- 
ard who are charged with murdering 
Perry's wife, Cella Perry; was honored 
by Gov. Denecn, who Issued' his war- 
rant for the return of tho men to Ala* 
bama.

Springfield Riots Are Costly. 

Under the law tho last day for filing 
claims against the city for riot dam- 
ages has, passed. Tho total clalhas 
reached. ?121,85fl. Six suits have been 
filed against the county in the circuit 
court by tho heirs of six of the riot 
victims, these totaling $35,000. Claims 
have been filed against tho state for. 
$83;i09, which has been paid for trans- 
portation, feeding and remuneration of 
troops, bringing the total to $239,905. ■

THE FALL CLEANING 



THINGS IT WILL BE HANDY FOR 
YOU TO KNOW, 



Easy Ways of Doing Renovating and 

Cleaning — ^Timely Hints for 

tho Good'Houae- 

^ keeper. . 



It is half in knowing how to do a 
thing. One of the trials of domestic 
life is the housecloanlng. .but that 
strenuous seasoa may be made less a 
burden by putting brains as well as 
brawn Into the work. For this rea- 
son we submit the following varied 
assortment of hints, that those who 
run may read and reading may obtain 
the blessing from the possession of| 
knowledge wisely used; 

Carpets should be beaten on the 
wrong side first and then more gently 
oni the right. Never put a carpet down 
on a damp Hoor, for this often re- 
sults In the carpet becoming mil- 
dewed. 

Keroseno will remove tar, varnish, 
and other like substance from tho 
hands and will-also cleanse varnish 
brushes. A bit of flannel dipped In tho 
oil will usually be sufllclent to clean 
the hands. 

A little very fine salt rubbed upon 
stained china -will remove spots and 
lines made by tea and other liquids. 

Verdigris on metal can bo quickly 
removed by rubbing with a soft rag 
dipped in liquid ammonia. 

Many a piece of old haircloth furni- 
ture can bo made most attractive if 
covered with pretty chintz or cre- 
tonne, "With those coverings one can 
havo hangings to match. Nothing adds 
more to a room than Its draperies. 

To dry lace curtains without a 
stretcher wind quilting frames with 
muslin. Fin each point of the curtains 
evenly to the muslin; two or three 
may be put on at once, one over the 
other. Dry In the open air or Indoors 
in a warm room. 

Never paper a wall that is inclined 
to be damp without first making it im- 
pervious to moisture by applying a var- 
nish of one part shellac to two of 
naphtha. The disagreeable odor will 
soon disappear, and, after papering, 
thero will be no more trouble from 
moisture stains. 

When washing lace never rinse It in 
blue water, with the Idea of improving 
its color. Real lace should be finally 
rinsed in skim m?lk, which will give 
it a soft, creamy color. 

If the covers of the kitchen range 
get red and will not blacken, try rub- 
bing on lemon juice first, then blacken 
the usual way, 

"When ants gather on your pantry 
shelves, make a pie-crust dough, using 
lard for shortening; bake in tho oven, 
and when done lay In pieces on the 
shelves, and in a few days there will 
not bo an ant around. 

In darning curtains If the rent is 
large take a piece of an old curtain 
and patch the ^hole with It and tho 
damage will scarcely be noticed. 

Clean enameled bath tubs and mar- 
ble wash bowls with kerosene, then 
rinse thoroughly with strong soapsuds 
to remove the odor of the kerosene. 

Organdies, ^ chambrays and fine 
cambrics may be woshed without dan- 
ger of fading If they be washed first 
In clear water in which a cupful of 
very coarso salt has been dissolved. 

Soap and powdered chalk mixed and' 
rubbed on mildew spots, will remove 
them. To expedite matters let the 
spotted article lie in the sun for a 
few hours, damping lb again as it 
dries. 



Rico Dishes for. Hot Weather. 
With one-third of the human race 
depending upon rice as their staple 
food supply and doing excellently well 
on that healthful grain. It behooves 
the American housewife who wishes 
to keep her family in good condition 
during the hot weather to follow the 
example of tho people ' living In hot 
countries.' Rice, unlike most other 
grains, can be served hot or cold, as a 
vegetable or a dessert^ When it is to 
appear as a vogetablo or curry, It 
should bo cooked in plenty of rapidly 
boiling water, so" that each grain 
stands out distinct, from the rest. It 
should bo stirred with a fork, not a 
spoon, while cooking. When done turn 
Into a colander to drain, saving all tho 
water for use in soup stock, then 
shake well. Return to the back of tho 
stovo or the oven to steam, but do not 
cover. When used for puddings or 
desserts where it Is not necessary to 
preserve the form of the grain. It can 
bo slowly cooked In the double boiler 
or baked in the oven.

Save Your Choice China. 

Kxpenslvo china can bo spared 
much wear If round pieces of felt are 
placed between each plate. They 
should bo cut a little larger than the 
bottoni of the plate. One yard of 
felt (two yards wide) will make 41 
circles. Canton flannel Is less expen- 
sive, and can bo used in place of felt, 
but it frays at the edges and looks 
untidy. 

Pieces of felt pasted on the bottom 
of ornaments which are to stand on a 
polished surface prevent scratching. 
The small cuttings lejt over from the 
plate circles can be used for smaller 
articles. 



Bean Rabbit. 
Melt two tablespoons of butter, add 
one teaspoon ot salt, one-eighth of a 
teaspoon of paprika, one-half cup of 
milk and one cup of cold mashed 
baked beans. Stir until thoroughly 
heated, and add one-half cup ot 
grated cheese.- As soon as th& cheese 
has melted serve on small circular 
pieces ot toasted bread. This Is a 
good way to use tho last of the baked 
beans and makes a tasty dish.

WaBhington.— After having drawn 
the attention of the world to hia acre 
plane flights at Fort T^Iyer and having 
eBtabllahod new world's records for 
heavlor-tbaa-air flying machines, Or- 
vllle Wright Thursday mot with a 
tragical mishap while making a two- 
man flight. The aeroplanlst was ac- 
companied by Lleiif. Thomas E. Self- 
rldgo of the signal corps of the army. 
Lieut. SeUrldgo was fatally Injured 
and died at 8:10 o'clock at night. Mr. 
"Wright was seriously Injured, but is 
expected to recover. 

While the machlno was encircling 
tho drill grounds a "propeller blade 
snapped off and, hitting some other 
part of the intricate mechanism, 
caused the machine to overturn In the 
air and fall to the ground, enveloping 
the two occupants in the debris. 

Wright Not Dangerously Hurt. '

Myer believe the change of propellers 
caused tho accident. An examination 
of the broken blade showed that it 
had been snapped off at a point one- 
fourth of tho distance from. tho hub. 
A deep Indentation of the broken 
piece Indicated that It had struck 
some other part of tho aeroplane. 

Fully 2,000 persons, Including many 
army ofllcers and scientists, wcro at 
Fort Myer and witnessed the 
tragedy. 

Selfrldge an Enthusiast. 

Lieut. Thomas E. SeUrldgo was one 
oC tho most enthusiastic bollovers In 
nortmautlcs among flie ofllcers In the 
military service and through his own 
efforts succeeded In securing a detail 
with the aeronautical division of the 
signal corps. He was born In San 
Francisco 26 years ago and was ap- 
pointed to tho military academy at 
West Point from that state. He was 
appointed- a second lieutenant In tho 
artillery corps In 1903 and commis- 
sioned a first lieutenant four years. 
later. 

Military Funeral for Selfrldge. 

Lieut. Selfrldgo'B body was removed 
from tho hospital to an undertaker's. 
whore It will remain until tho arrival 
of tho young offlcer*s father, who 
wired from San Francisco that he 
would like to have his son hurled, 
either at Arlington or West Point. 
Cause of Disaster Explained. 

Speaking for Mr. Wright, Mr. Taylor 

later said: 

"Tho accident was caused by an ex- 
traordinary vibration of ono of tho 
wires running from tho main pianos 
to the upper steel fitting of the rudder. 
This vibration was so great that the 
wire got in range of tho propeller and 
■was struck by tho blade, cutting a 
deep gash In theedge of the propeller 
blade about four Inches from the end. 
This caused the blade to break. Tho 
other blade of the propollcr flow 
around and in turn struck tho same 
wlro, breaking It. This made Mr. 
Wright lose control of his riiddor en- 
tirely, and the loss of both blades of 
tho propeller and the breaking of tho 
wlro caused him to lose control'of tho 
'planes."

GREAT FIRES IN PARIS. 



Central Telephone Building, Post Of- 
fice and Store Burned. 

Paris.— Flro broke out Sunday 
night in tho Central Telephone 
building and spread with such rapid- 
ity that tho tolophone emploj-es wore 
forc«d to fleo hastily to tho streets. 
Tho entire building was soon In flames, 
and this togother with the post office, 
which Is located close to tho Place 
doa Victolres, was totally destroyed.

Marlnotto, Wis.— A dispatch from 
Foster City, a village across tho 
Michigan lino of Marinette county, re- 
ports that place destroyed by. flames 
driven in from the forest fires and 
that six Uvea were lost. It is under- 
stood that tho sawmill owned by tho 
Morgan Interests of Oshkosh was de- 
stroyed, together with a largo storo 
and 30 dwellings. 

Tho forest fires have broken out 
afresh In this section and reports of 
burning farmhouses and timber cut 
and uncut are coming from all sides.

1871, when tho forest fires swept 
Menominee and Marlnotto counties, 
causing a loss of 1.500 lives and mil- 
lions of dollars' wortli of Umber, has 
tho danger of a widespread conflagra- 
tion been as great as hi present. So 
close are the flroa to Niagara, on tho 
Menominee river, Fal thorn Junction 
nnd Ingalla that everything is packed 
nnd trains ready to carry the people 
away as soon as a high wind. arises. 

Calumet, Mich., reports forest fires 
assuming a threatening aspect all 
over northern Michigan and several 
towns in danger of destruction. Lac 
La Belle, north of Calumet, Is in very 
grave danger, being surrounded, ex- 
cept on tho water side, by flames. At 
Bete Do Crls. north of Cnlumot, a largo 
force Is battling to save tho light- 
housG- and other bnlldlugs at tho 
United States slilp canal. It Is esti- 
mated 800,000 foot of standing timber 
In tho Ticlnlty of Point Abbayo, owned 
by Hobard & Son Is bnrned. 

Escnnaba, Mich. — Forest flres. 
though checked by light rains Friday, 
broke out anew Sunday night and 
four villages north of Esconaba aro 
now surrounded by flames. The vil- 
lages threatenbd aro Niagam, Qutnno^ 
sec, Foster City and Hermansvllle. 
At all these places teloplione and tele- 
graph communication Is, cut off and 
roliof trains are carrying tho iwoplo 
out of tho territory.

Serious Case of Poisoning In San

San Diego, Cal.— Three deaths have 
already resulted from the carelessness 
of Mary Arthur, a 19-year-old nurse at 
the county hospital, a fourth death Is 
expected and four other persons are 
seriously UK Tho dead are: J. Young, 
Charles Kemp and Henry C Shuetto. 

All were taken sick Thursday after-, 
noon, nnd evidence of poison was bo- 
groat that an Investigation was start- 
ed, ending finally in a confession by 
Miss Arthur that sho had neglected to 
throw out some water In which there 
was a quantity of atropine, and that 
her patients had got hold of It for 
their medicine. Miss Arthur Is in a 
state of collapse, but Is kept under 
surveillance. 



fiflllwaukee Sends Help to City Threat- 
ened by Forekt Fires. 

Milwaukee.— The city of Rhlneland- 
er, nearly 200 miles north of here. Is 
threatened with destruction by forest 
fires and Milwaukee was called upon 
to aid in saving the city. A steam fire 
engine, half a mile of Itose and a 
truck wore loaded on a special train 
nnd started for the scene of the fire 
at nine o'clock Sunday night.

Tho only ono 
who has any warrant in keeping such 
typo of stock is the farmer whose 
chief purpose In stock raising Is beef.

Ono of the destructive pests of the' 
garden, against which tho farmer is 
almost powerless, Is the root maggots 
which attack cabbage. It may inter- 
est some of tlio readers of Meadow- 
brook Farm Notes to know that the 
Now York experiment ' station has 
tried screening the bods of cabbage 
with cheesecloth with good success. 
Tho frames used being made of 12- 
Inch boards. 

Face tlie cows away from each oth* 
er, for, whilo it Is true that tho feed* 
Ing is mado easier where two rows ol 
cows face tho same alley. It makes 
the work of cleaning and caring for 
them much harder. Where, the gut- 
ters of two rows of cows aro on the 
samo alley It Is possiblo if the barn 
is properly constructed to drivo the 
manure spreader through tho alley, 
thus making but one handling of the 
manure necessary. Then tlio milking 
U done easier. 

Little sprouts or seedlings aro very 
troublesome In the old asparagus bed 
and should be removed. As soon as 
they can bo detected remove the roots 
If possible. If by reason of growth 
this cannot bo done at tlte time, cut 
away all the seed stalks and mark 
tho stubs so they can ho rooted" out 
when tho foliage dies. Do not lot.one 
seed stalk mature.. In time the bed 
can be cleared of nil but the male 
plants. We have a bed of asparagus 
started years ago and which yielded 
profusely this year. Not a femala 
plant shows its head.

CRtlng Fads Are as Bad as Reokleta 
Intemperance. 

Dr. Armand Gauthlor of the French

He contends that no formal rule of 
vegetarianism Is a safe one, but In- 
stead of a vehement harangue on th« 
subject, Is content to say In easy-going 
fashion, that "vegetarian Ism. mitigated 
by tho use of milk and eggs, is a ra- 
tional diet which; In many cases. Is of 
tho utmost value." 

Ho contends that the consumption 
of alcohol Increases as the use of 
meat decreases, but further says tol* 
orantly, "If vegetables best agree with 
a man and he dosen't care for meat, 
he should eat them, and take tho 
chances of a growing desire for alco- 
hol." . /

CHESS CAKES. 



"Happy Housekeeper" Le'ta Her Sla- 
ters Into Her Secret, 

I wonder If all the sisters make and 
enjoy chess cakes as much as we do, 
writes a "Happy Housekeeper." I will 
send my recipe and hope some will 
like it. When I make pics I mako 
pastry enough for my shells, and roll 
thin aa for plo cmst and cut with a 
one-pound coffeo can 12 rounds and 
line muffln tins. Just as you would a 
pie-plate; then make a filling as fol- 
lows: One cup raisins chopped fine, 
ono cup hot water, one' cup sugar, but- 
ter the size of a walnut, one table- 
spoon of flour, yolks of two cgga. Mix 
flour with sugar, then yolks of eggs, 
then add water, butter and ralalns and 
lot just como to a boll, then add Jules 
and rind of ono lemon; fill the shells 
and bake. Beat the whito of two eggs 
till stiff, then add two heaping tea- 
spoons of sugar, spread on the top of 
each cake and return to the oven to 
brown.

■—One cup cocoanut, one cup sugar, 
one cup hot water, butter Uio size of, a 
walnut, yolks of two eggs. Just mix 
and All shells, then bake and frost 
tho same as for the raisin filling.

This is possible without sui> 
rendering mastery, and will add to 
contentment and interest. Don't over- 
work the help. There are times when 
It Is impossible to make exact hours, 
however, If work Is well planned there 
Is no need of excessive Idng hours, ex- 
cept In emergencies, and If the hired 
man is Interested he will approclato 
tho necessity of working over tlmo In 
certain seasons when work Is rushed; 

The "Garden City" Is a new move- 
ment which Is In successful operation 
In portions of England to provide so- 
cial, advantages for farmors and their 
families. Tho farm homes are clu8< 
tered about a comiiion point and 
stretching' back from this are the 
fields and cultivated areas.

How Flower Petals, Can Be Mado Into 
Fragrant friasa. 

Gather the flowers on a very dry 
day, in which case they may bo used 
tt once, otherwise dry them In the 
sun. Crush to a powder a small quan- 
tity of musk, gum benzoin. lightly 
dried, orange peel, coriander .seed, 
cloves, orris root, Jamaica peppers, 
lemon peel, etc., varying the quantl* 
ties to taste; then lay tho flowers In a 
Jar, strew them with crushed bay salt 
and then with some of the splcp, and 
repeat those layers, mixing them well 
together. Made thus, tho potpourri 
can bo added to as the flowers aro 
ready, keeping the splco ready pow- 
dered and. In an ali>tlght tin, and add* 
lag It and tho bay salt as you add 
fresh flowers. If the mixture gets too 
dry add more bay salt; If too wot mix 
In more powdered orris root. A good 
proportion of flowers Is three handfuls 
each of orange blossoms and clovo 
pinks, two of rosoniary and lavender 
flowers, one each 6f bay leaves, lemon 
thyme, myrtle and sweet verbena to 
every six handfuls of rose leaves. 

Potato Croquettes. 
A dollcloua way of serving potatoes 
Is the following: Boll and mash 12 
medium-sized white potatoes, using 
ono tablcspoonful of butter Instead 
of milk. When they aro nearly cold 
add beaten yolks of three eggs, oaa 
teaspoon of chopped parsley, one- 
quarter teaspoon of grated nutmeg, 
and six drops of onion Juice. Stir 
these Ingredients together until they 
are smooth. Make up Into small ctftie- 
shapcd croquettes and stand away to 
harden. When they are firm roll them 
In the beaten whites of the ogga and 
cracker dust and fry In deep boiling 
lard until a light brown. This will 
make 25 croquettes. 

Combination Salad. 
One small, firm head of white cab- 
bage, shredded very fine, four medium 
sized tart apples cut In small squares, 
six cold potatoes cut the same, ono 
small cup of English walnuts broken 
In small pieces, ono teaspoonful of 
chopped white onion, two stalks of 
colory and a pinch of cayenne popper. 
Mix with two silver forks (steel will 
turn the apple black), pour over a gen* 
erous quantity of mayonnaise dress- 
ing, Place on letluco leaves and sot 
on ice one hour before serving. — Boa- 
ton Post.
